Lyneh and Theodore Tobluson was dee
nled by Judge McBride yesterday and
sentonce Imposed for the attempted
Shanghuling of Charles W, Gurdner on
March 14, last,

Lyneh wan glven olght years and To-
blagon one year In  the penitentinry
Sherlf? Linvlile and Deéputy Charles
Jordan left on the traln last evening
with the convicie for Balem,

Judge Winton made an eloguent plea
for n new trial, basing his argumont
on the wiatements that the evidence
was Insumiclent to convict, that It wus
in part conflicting that the copy of the
shipping articles  Introduced e evis
dence by the state was not compeient,
that the name alleged to have been
#lgned by Theodore Toblason—4. W,
Oardner-was not the name of Charles
W. Gandner mentloned In  the coms
plaint dnd that it might have been €.
W, Oarver and have been signed by
another man.

Judge McHride In overruling the mo-
tlon stated that while the points con-
tended for might have some plausibil-
Ity he saw no reason for granting »
new Lrial. That the evidence was ex-
ceedingly convinelng and that the jury
could not have found otherwise, He
reviewed the case and explained hin
rensons for admitting the copy of the
articlos as evidence and stated that the
difference in the name of Gardner sign-
ed by Toblason seemed to imply rather
an error on his part in writing it than
otherwise, and that there was nothing

nearest friend for sympathy.
